Mr W.'S. Edwards, former Assessor of the 


‘Inland Revenue Department, complained 


in the 


Supreme Court this morning that for more than 
eight months after he filed his statement of claim 


he encountered difficulty 


when he went to look at 


the file because it was not in its proper place in the 


Registry. 
He claimed that the 


file was taken out of the 


Registry about a month after he filed his claim and 
was never returned there from February to 


November. 


Mr Edwards, appearing with- 
out legal representation, before 
Mr Justice A, D. scholes, is the 
plaintif! in a claim’ against K. 
M. Almao, Assistant Commis- 
sioner of the Inland Revenue 
Department who ts represented 
by Mr J. C. McRobert, Crown 
Counsel, 

Mr Justice Scholes is hearing 
Grpgument on a prelitninary 
point of law regarding absolute 
privilege of ao document raised 
by the defendant, 

This point of law was ordered 
to be set down for trial by Mr 
Justice Reynolds in Chambers 
on June 4, 1956. An appeal by 
Mr Edwards ogalnst Mr Justico 
Reynolds’ order was dismissed 
by the Full Court on Septcm- 
ber 27. 

Mr Edwards submitted that 
the Judge should, ot the ap- 
propriate stage, rule in his fav~ 
our In regard to his submission 
that the Colonial Sceretaty's 
affidavit be withdrawn.
